“The oyster men are working with 
the food inspectors. They have made 
it impossible to critisize the quality 
of their 
oysters, 
condemning 
the 
sewade polluted beds. 
They have 
long since stopped using preserva­ 
tive in the shucked oysters shipped 
to interior points. 
They no longer 
float oysters in water to “fatten” or 
“plump” them. 
The oyster travels 
on its merits and floats on it own li­ 
quor instead of a bath of melted ice. 
““These changed conditions in the 
oyster industry have greatly stim­ 
ulated their consumption apd* now 
the grocers and dealers have taken 
the final step. 
They have decided 
that oysters are not liquid to be sold 
like milk, but solids, and they are 
recommending to the food officials 
that they hereafter insist upon their 
sale either by weight or by dry meas­ 
ure. A dry quart holds a little more 
than 14 per cent more than a liquid 
quart and 14 per cent in the cost of 
food is worth saving. 
“See to it that your dealer meas­ 
ures your oyster in a dry quart.’

The Kindergarten 
(Contributed) 
At first thought 
one 
might not 
suppose the question of a kinder­ 
garten would have much bearing on 
the subject of 
town 
improvement, 
but a closer study of the kinder­ 
garten and its mission will convince 
one that it has a vital place in the 
life of any community. 
The quality of citizenship is the 
measure of any community. It mat­ 
ters not the enterprise and push of 
a people; it matters not the thrift 
and saying qualities; if there be not 
a bed-rock of solid character un­ 
derlying these 
there is no success 
worthy the name for that commun­ 
ity. 
The schools and the homes of the 
land are the soils that produce eith­ 
er good or bad citizens. If the home 
influence be what it should be, aud 
is followed by the 
right 
sort 
of 
school training, the average boy or 
girl will develop 
into a creditable 
product. 
If either of these fail in 
their mission, the 
result 
detracts 
from success 
in proportion 
to the 
degree of failure. 
The old idea that formerly 
pre­ 
vailed with many of our people that 
the child should be left to run wild 
until school 
age arrived, when 
he 
could be readily 
molded 
into the 
correct shape, 
has been 
exploded. 
True under this program many noble 
characters have been produced, but 
it has been in spite of, rather than 
because of, the method. 
The 
kindergarten 
derives 
its 
great value from 
the fact that the 
first few years of a child’s life con­ 
stitute the 
period 
in 
which 
the 
groundwork 
of character is laid. 
The impressions stamped on 
the 
young mind from the age of one or 
two years to five or six, 
are per­ 
manent. 
No amount of after train­ 
ing can 
entirely 
obliterate them. 
If these impressions 
are healthful 
and wholesome, the child is fortun­ 
ate. 
If the reverse, the child 
has 
been burdened with an incubus that 
may require a lifetime to shake off. 
Now it is true that the home life 
is supposed to furnish these early 
influences that shall start the child 
on the right 
road * in life. Ip too 
many instances, however, the home 
life does not furnish 
these influ­ 
ences, and in many cases it is no 
fault of the guardians of the home. 


'Supposing the 
home 
life to ap­ 
proximate the ideal; that the par­ 
ents are all they 
should be; that 
they have a vital interest in the.de­ 
velopment of the young minds and 
souls entrusted 
to their care; the 
fact 
remains 
that 
an intelligent 
guardianship of the child during ev­ 
ery day and hour 
of its life is a 
practical impossibility for its par­ 
ents. If life held for them no other 
duties this might 
be possible. 
But 
there are other duties that demand 
their attention, and for the sake of 
the child these duties must not 
be 
evaded. 
Who has not heard t;he expression 
from many a distracted mother of 
an active boy: “I’ll be so glad when 
he starts to school.” 
Not that this 
mother wishes to shirk her respon­ 
sibility, but the sober truth is, 
the 
job is to big for her. 
The young 
life it too vigorous for her supervi­ 
sion, 
encumbered as 
she is 
with 
many ’other duties, all which must 
be met. 
It is at this point that the effici­ 
ent kindergarten teacher steps into 
the breech and bridges over the try­ 
ing period of the young life from in­ 
fancy to childhood. A few hours ev­ 
ery day 
wherein the parent 
can 
shift the burden of the child’s care 
upon other 
competent 
shoulders, 
gives time for recuperation of en­ 
ergies and a renewing of enthusiasm 
fo r the tasks temporarily laid down. 
But the qualifications for a suc­ 
cessful kindergarten 
teacher 
are 
rare. 
Few 
people possess 
them 
One must not only love children and 
be possessed of unlimited patience. 
One must also be able to put one­ 
self in harmony with child life and 
be able to see 
dearly the 
child’s 
point of view. The successful teach 
er must be able to make up the 
child’s world, as in no other way can 
the confidence and love of the child 
be gained, and without these the 
teacher’s efforts 
are worse 
than 
wasted. 
The community that would be sure 
of a stable groundwork for the civi­ 
lization that is to radiate from it, 
wjll, if it* has not already done so, 
take steps to at once 
establish a 
first-class kindergarten. Perhaps no 
other ope influence has had more to 
do in the great improvement noted 
on all hands in the rising genera 
tion, physically, mentally and moral- 
ly.

two years to five 'or six, 
are per- 


manent. No amount of after train- 
ing can 
entirely 
obliterate them. 


If these impressions 
are healthful 


and wholesome, the child is fortun- 
ate. 
If the reverse, the child 
has 


jeen burdened with an. incubus that 
may require a'lifetime to shake off. 


Now it is true that the home life 


is supposed to furnish- these early 
nfluences that shall start the child 
on th'e. right rpadf in: life. -In, top 
many instances, however, the, home 
ife does riot furnish 
these influ- 


ences, and in many cases it is n'o 
fault of. the guardians of the home. 


Supposing the home life to ap- 


proximate the ideal; that the par- 
ents are all they 
should be; that 


they have a vital interest in the.de- 
velopment of the young minds and 
souls entrusted to their care; the 
fact 
remains 
that 
an intelligent 


guardianship of the child during ev- 
ery day and hour 
of its life is a 


practical impossibility, fpr its par- 
ents.

cial Statement Concerning War 


Movements Issued 


ALLIES AWAIT U. S. FORCES 


Plan is Merely to Wear Down Enemy 


Until American /Troops Get 


Into Action 


Washington, Sept. 27.—The Unit- 


ed States government has issued its 
first official 
statement 
concerning 


military operations in Europe, start- 
ing a series whieh in time will be 
demoted largely to activities of the 
United Slates expeditionary forces. 
It says that while ascendency on the 
Iwest front has passed.indeflnitely to 
''the allies, they are content merely to 
wear down the "enemy until the force 
of the American army makes itself 
felt in the field. 


"As the time draws near 
when 


military operations on a large scale 
on the western front must come to a 
standstill, owing to the approach of 
winter, it becomes .evident that the 
enemy does not 
feel himself in a 


position to undertake the much ad- 
vertised offensive 
action so often 


boasted of at home during the past 
summer, in order to end the 
war 


victoriously by Christmas," says the 
report. 


"The week has 
witnessed great 


activity in the air," it continues. 
"During two days French 
bombing 


expeditions dropped 33,000 pounds 
of projeeticles on enemy territory, 
including the barracks and factories 
at Stuttgart and the aviation camp 
at Colmar as well as bases south of 
Metz. 


"One 
of the significant 
incidents 


of the week, as demonstrating the 
increased importance of aircraft, is 
reported by the British." Achieve- 
ments are pointed out in this respect 
and the report goes to great length 
in detailing activities on the various 
fronts. 


Secretary Baker 
said today that 


definite figures as to the number of 
national army men it would be nec- 
essary to transfer to. the National 
Guard were not available. Dual 
process of organization at the guard 
encampments serves to delay com- 
plete reports. Not only are divisions 
being mobilized 
for the first time, 


•but in the midst of that mobiliza- 
tion the whole fabric of the infantry 
army is being reorganized on the 
new trench warfare plan. 


The fighting strength of the new 


division is now fixed at 27,500 men. 
The seventeen guard divisions, on 
that basis, will have a total strength 
of 437,500 men.
